BAT PEST LV AMERICA. 


The general campaign 
for thrif 


Which is waging in America reache 
out In many directions and calls at 
tention mo many phases of wasteful 
nes«. 
One of these to which lately 


much attention has been called, is th 
rat pest, which it is asserted causes a. 
loss of more than $200,000,000 in food 
stuffs. 
A startling array of facts in 


support of this contention has been 
presented in a bulletin of the Xationa 
Geographic society, whose contribu 
tions to the press in these days of th< 
•war cannot be too often or too grate 
fully acknowledged. In a supplemen 
tary bulletin recently issued the so 
ciety says that there are three specie: 
of house-fi"t»cJenting rats—the brown" 
the black and the roof rat. All, Hid 
certain -not over-popular sorts of hu 
man*, are natives of Asia and from 
thence have spread over all parts o 
the world. 


S» far as known, these rodents ar* 


thorough-gomg pests, with no use 
fulness to man. 
The 
brown 
rat 


which was not known in Europe untl 
17Z7 and la nofr the most destructive 
as it i« the largest and most destruc- 
tive of rodent pests, has steadily in- 
creased in distribution by 
eans of 


migration by ships and overland untl 
it shares with mankind nearly al 
parts of the world from Greenland to 
Patagonia. The black and roof ra' 
preceded the bro*n rat to America 
but on the arrival of the larger broth- 
er were promptly reduced to »econd- 
ary position or exterminated. 
While 


the brown rat averages when full- 
grown a pound and a half in weight, 
giants are sometimes found, as wit- 
ness the capture In Canterbury, Eng- 
land, of one specimen 22 % inches in 
length and weighing four poundes. 


A vivid conception of the multitude 


of these parasites on human industry 
may be gained from local campaigns 
against them. In the campaign against 
th» bubonic plague in San* Francisco 
from 1904 to 1907 inclusive, there were 
more than 500,000 killed and in 191* 
ftnd, 1915 In New'Orleans there were 
6S1JJOO destroyed. On a single plan- 
tation of 400 acres of rice land 
in 


Georgia, there were 17,000 killed In a. 
•ingle winter and spring, and on 
farm of ISO acres In Boston harbor 
1,300 rat holes were counted, 
with 


countless other rats living about the 
farm buildings. 


Inasmuch as whatever thing a rat 


•ats Is «o much food virtually wasted 
and lost to humanity, It follows that 
there should be no cessation in tbe 
campaign waged 'against them. It Is 
really one phase of tne thrift cam- 
paign, and It may well bo that when 
that world-wide campaign Is over the 
world will be to a large extent rid of 
these pests, which not only destroy 
Foodstuff* but as carriers of cholera 
ind the bubonic plague have brought 
to mankind the most terrible and 
deadly of all diseases with which ever 
the human race was afflicted.

Shernll, "\\e have nearly completed ar- 
rangements to secure for this guard 
duty men desirous of doing it for a 
number of months, thereby relieving 
those who have dropped their business 
at home, and from sheer patriotism 
gone on this arduous duty. 


"In the second place, I have been 


advised that, the absence from their 
Homes of men doing guard duty has 
been a positive hardship, and in some 
instances, the local charities have been 
appealed to 10 aid dependents of such 
men. 


"In one city alone there were no 


less than 3S cases of the families of 
soldiers being compelled to seek assist- 
ance from local authorities. 
In every 


one of those cases and in all similar 
Instances, I Jiave ordered the men re- 
turned to their homes. They will not 
be required to do guard duty. They 
will, of course;" remain tut active mem- 
bers of the State Guard and be sub- 
ject to call in cases of riots or Insur- 
rection, but in no case will they be 
required to do any serviee'which would 
mean deprivation to their families."

Geneva.—War has kilted the tonrtet 


business in this country, where the en- 
tertainment of foreign visitors was 
the principal and most profitable na- 
tional Industry. It Is estimated that 
tho gross receipts from tourist busi- 
ness in Switzerland amounted In 1913 
to over $45,000,000, of which almost 
§10,000,000 represented the net profit 
of this industry, in which the capital 
invested exceeded $200,000,000. 
The 


2,000 hotels specially built for the ac- 
commodation of foreign visitors, con- 
taining more than 150,000 beds and 
employing about 50,000 servants, are 
now mostly closed or empty. It is 
true that some of them have been nsed 
for prisoners of war hospitalized In 
Switzerland, but the profit thus made 
Is only nominal. 
^ 
,_. .y, , 


The loss of tourist business is by no 


means the only one suffered by Swit- 
zerland. 'While other neutral coun- 
tries prospered owing to the war, 
Switzerland, surrounded by belliger- 
ent nations—Germany on the north, 
Austria on the east, Italy on the south 
and Prance on the west—and com- 
pelled to keep her army on a war foot- 
Ing to defend her neutrality and watch 
her frontiers, paid the penalty of her 
special geographical position. 
But 


besides Increased military expenditure 
which the war rendered indispensable, 
Switzerland, despite her neutrality, Is 
exclusively dependent on her neighbors 
for food. Without their help she will 
starve, and she needs help both from 
the allies and the central empires. 


*' 
Help for Switzerland. 


Both groups of belligerente admitted 


that the case of Switzerland was es- 
sentially an exceptional one, and after 
laborious negotiations they consented 
to the adoption of the go-called system 
of compensations. This system is far 
from perfect, as besides benefiting 
Switzerland It benefits her neighbors 
as well, but not to the same extent. It 
follows that the allies and the central 
empires complain that their goods are 
being re-espor 
<J to the enemy, and 


both are continually blaming the Swiss 
government of partiality and threaten- 
ing to break off commercial relations. 


Switzerland only exports natural 


products to the central-empires, prin- 
cipally live stock, milk, butter and 
cheese, and she gets In return coal, 
Iron, artificial manure, sulphate of 
aluminum, benzol, zinc, straw, chem- 
ical dyes and potatoes. Swiss exports 
to Germany and Austria are supposed 
to compensate the Imports from these 
two countries, and In order to prevent 
that goods of ally origin should be ex- 
ported to enemy countries, the Society 
of Swiss Surveillance, generally known 
as S. S. S., has been formed tinder the 
auspices of the allies to control Swiss 
exportation to the central empires. 


The allies export wheat to Switzer- 


land, or rtxlier allow it to be exported 
from neutral countries, and grant spe- 
cial facilities for Its being landed and 
discharged at Cette In France and 
•conveyed to destination. Rice, corn, 
sugar and other foodstuffs, as well as 
raw materials, are also exported by 
the allies to Switzerland, which com' 
Jpensates them by exporting in re- 
turn machinery and semimanufactured 
materials which serve for the war. 


Allies Gain by Deal. 
'^ 


It is a fact, however, that Switzer- 


land Is getting more from Germany 
and Austria than what she la giving 
them, while her compensation to the 
allies Is considerably less than what 
she gets. Besides, while Swiss exports 
to the allies are not absolutely Indis- 
pensable, those to the central empires, 
representing exclusively foodstuffs, are 
lindonbtedly prolonging the military 
resistance of the enemy and counter- 
acting the effect of the allies' block- 
•ade. 


It Is suspected that Germany and 


Austria are compensating Switzerland 
liberally for contraband •svulcls, uesplce 
the control of the S. S. S-, still flour- 
ishes and that even allied goods, such 
for Instance as rubber, find their way 
to Germany and Austria. The Swiss 
government denies that contraband Sn 
favor of the central empires is tol- 
erated. Every effort la done to re- 
press It and generally with success, al- 
though it Is impossible to stop It alto- 
gether. The excess of Austro-German 
exports Is explained by the fact that 
since the allies cannot mipply Switzer- 
land with coal and minerals, which 
ape Indispensable for Swiss industries 
which otherwise would be paralyzed 
and widespread unemployment and 
destitution would follow, every effort 
Is made not to diminish Swiss exports 
to the central empires which benefit 
the country considerably, more than 
those to allied countries. 
i 


If cattle were not exported to Ger- 


many 
for 
instance cattle raising 


would not be profitable in Switzerland 
oaring to the high cost of fodder and 
the rural population would suffer. The 
same may be said of milk, fresh and 
condensed, and cheese, which besides 
•re also exported to allied countries.

Thay Proved Their Great Valot Aftar 


th* Bolglnn Invasion Began.

service," says Burton J. Hendrick In 
the World's Woik, "France would have 
been destroj^d lii the first few weeks 
of the great world war. 


"For years tue French general staff 


had expected an attack through Bel- 
gium The strategic railroads which the 
Germans were so painstakingly build- 
ing up to the Belgian, frontier could 
convey no other meaning.

Frenchman still believed that tlio main 
onslaught 
would come across 
the 


French frontier and had made their 
plnns for their greatest resistance In j 
tljis region. Trance entered the war 
with only about 100 army airplanes, 
but Germany, which had foreseen the 
part this new instrument was to play, 
had a much larger equipment 


"Yet a few days after tho Belgian 


invasion began French aviators flying 
near u,e Belgian-German frontier saw 
a sight that immediately caused a 
change in the French operations. The 
Germans were crossing the frontier in 
enormous numbers, and the fact be- 
came apparent that in this section tbo 
main attack was to come. This news, 
flashed to General Joffre, caused that 
•mdden alteration in his plnns that 
made possible the successful battles of 
early September. 


"Had It not been for this operation 


the French army would have concen- 
trated for the Germans in force on the 
Alsace-Lorraine frontier, and the whole 
territory, from Belgium to Paris and 
Calais, would have been l<-Tt open to 
the German onslaught—that is, the war 
war would have ended according to the 
calculations which had been so care- 
fully made In Germany."

MOURNING. 


Pl«a That It B» Dropped to Eat* D« 


preition and Cot of Fabric. 


The developments In France must 


bring home to every citizen of this 
country the approach of the days when 
Americans wilj scan the casualty lists 
with a sinking of the heart. 


This present, therefore, is a fitting 


time for Americans to consider what 
action thiy will take when the riewg, 
terribly 
s>a<l yet not unrelieved by 


pride, shall come to them of the fact 
that one who Is near an<J dear has of- 
fered on tlie altar of his country the 
supreme sacrifice 


In ordinary times It is our right and 


custom to make known our bereave- 
ment to the world by a change of cos- 
tume. Heretofore we have put off the 
Kay habiliments of ordinary wear and 
have put on those signs of mourning 
tliat. as we have believed, show respect 
for the loved ones we have lost. But 
while we are at war, why, it may well 
be asked, should we take any action 
that wll! tend to depress our neigh- 
bors, deter others from making the sac- 
rifice we have made, discourage new 
additions to the depleted ranks of 
democracy's defenders and give aid 
and comfort to its enemies—Including 
our own misguided citizens who are 
secret allies of the government with 
which we are at war? 


TVe cannot win the war by wearing 


crape. Instead of spreading depres- 
sion, creating discouragement, it is our 
duty to maintain a high heart, to vital- 
ize the fighting spirit, to do all that 
lies in our power to keep our country 
la trim for the further effort!" and 
trials that it must face before final vic- 
tory- 


Holding these views, yet with sin- 


cerest sympathy for those who may 
be bereaved, we recommend the start- 
Ing of a movement throughout this 
country for the discarding of mourning 
throughout the period of our participa- 
tion in the war. 


The present shortage of fabrics is 


equaled only by the shortage of raw 
materials entering Into the manufac- 
ture of textiles. 
This shortage will 


Increase as the war continues. The 
adoption of mourning by a large num- 
ber of our people would entail the dis- 
carding of great quantities of clothing 
which otherwise might have been worn 
for a considerable period. True, some 
of these castoffs might be given to the 
foot or to charitable organizations 
But the probability is that the greater 
proportion of them would be put away 
in some closet, to become moth eaten 
and forgotten. The result of the new 
purchases would, bo to increase the al- 
ready serious shortage of material and 
to farther raise the prices of clothing, 
which, as it is, promise to soar still 
higher in the near future. We by no 
means urge the indiscriminate wearing 
of bright or showy colors. Neutral or 
shoft shades would naturally be more 
appropriate. Some suitable device also 
might be worn upon the sleeve. But 
for "the customary suits of solemn 
black" there should be no place Under 
war conditions.—Dry Goods Economist
